In studyíng any subject, we find but 
two exísting forces, the positive and neg- 
ative. Therefore, there can be but two 
kínds of hearts, the rejoicing and non-re- 
joicing. The one being the fruit of hap- 
piness, the olher the result of grief. 

In the first place we will consider some 
of the «>// rejoicing of the heart. Daily we 
are surrounded with people who arealways 
happy in possessiug temporal blessings, 
such as wealth, fame, powers, etc. , all of 
which must perish if not used in the fear 
of the Lord. Jeremiah positively forbids 
such rejoicing of the heart when he says, 
"Thus saith the Lord, let not the wise 
man glory in his wisdom, neither let the 
mighty glory in his might; let not the 
rich man glory in hís riches." 

We are not, however, forbidden to ac- 
quire knowledge. In fact it is a priv- 
ilege that God has given us. We can 
gaze with awe upon the majesty of the 
celestial bodies, and with the profoundest 
reverence upon th; terreslrial, yet all this 
can avail us nothing, if we refuse to give 
God the glory and accumulate wisdom to 
increase our own storehouse of knowledge, 
but rather let us heed the admonition of 
James, who says, "If any of you lack 
wisdom, let him ask of God that giveth 


to all men liberally and upbraideth not, 
and it shall be given him." 

Again, there is an evil rejoicing of the 
heart when we seek and secure the ap- 
plauses of men rather than d i vine approv- 
al. We rejoice when we hear praises 
sung of our success, and feel elated over 
our own prosperity, forgetting the old ad- 
age that, "Popular opinion is fleeting," 
and though the heart rejoices fof a tlme. 
it is only for a brief season, and heart- 
rending will be the scene when the terri- 
ble truth dawns upon us that we have not 
only robbed God of his glory, but by so 
doing wrought his displeasure. 

Another, and perhaps the greatest and 
most universal evil rejoicing of the heart 
is, that of riches. With little observation 
we can look about us and see thousands 
who are daily selling their souls for paltry 
gold. They rejoice when earthly luxúries 
surround them. They live only in the 
splendor of their possessions. With the 
most ungrateful hearts they revel in their 
wealth as if it were possible afterspending 
a life of dissipation, to gain a crown as 
their reward. 

Solomon has well said, "Wilt thou set 
thine eyes upon that which is not ? For 
riches certainly make themselves wings, 
they fly away as an eagle toward heaven, 
for a faithful man shall abound in bless- 
ings, but he that maketh haste to be rich 
shall not be innocent." Again, "They 
shall cast their silver in the streets, and 
their gold shall be removed, their silver 
and their gold shall not be able to deüver 
them in the day of wrath." 

These are only a few of the vices that 
bring about a rejoicing heart where rejoic- 
ing is sin. And we will now consider 
those who have a right to rejoice. To 
these may belong the rich or poor, intel•li- 
gent or ignorant, exalted, or ihose of low 
degree. For we read, "Let the hearts of 
them rejoice that seek the Lord." "Let 
all those that put their trust in thee re- 
joice ; let them ever shout for joy, be- 
cause thou defendest them ; let them also 
that love thy name be joyful in thee." As 
David has said, "The righteous shall be 
glad in the Lord, and shall trust in him ; 
and all the upright in heart shall glory, 
for praise is comely for the upright." 
Again we have the most implícit confi- 
dence demonstrated in the old prophet 
who says, "Although the ftg tree shall not 
blossom, neither shall fruit be in the 
vines ; the labor of the olive shall fail and 
the fietds shall yield no meat ; the flock 
shall be cut off from the fold, and there 
shall be no herd in the stalls, yet will I re- 
joice in the Lord. I will joy in the God 
of my salvation." 

By these few illustration we can see, 
only one class of people have the right to 


be happy, and these are the Christians. 
To them, and them only, is promised the 
crown of life. And they are not only 
granted the privilege of rejoicing, but 
commanded to do so. Therefore, let 
every Christian present be a living ray of 
sunshine that whatever may beyourwoca- 
tion in life you may by a word, look or 
deed, help those less fortunate in life to 
see the beauty of Christianity.
